1989-1990 


The  events  and  memories  of  1989-1990  were  many  at 
Rockford  College.  Back  in  the  fall  of  1989  and  the  spring 
of  1990,  the  Performing  Arts  Department  put  on  two 
successful  productions  —  "Suddenly  Last  Summer"  and 
"How  to  Succeed  in  Business  Without  Really  Trying." 
Also,  the  annual  Phone-a-Thon  was  extremely  successful 
since  the  goal  of  $65,000  was  surpassed.  1990  graduate 
Heidi  Gafkjen  was  named  Student  Laureate  by  the  Lin- 
coln Academy  of  Illinois,  and  Dr.  Gerald  Caton,  professor 
of  computer  science  and  mathematics,  received  Rockford 
College's  first  awarding  of  the  Sears  Roebuck  Foundation 
Teaching  Award.
